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Cangle saved 
after winning 
new contract 


A NEW partnership, including the 
YMCA, has saved the Cangle sup¬ 
ported housing scheme for young 
people from closure. 

A Suffolk County Council deci¬ 
sion to award the contract to an¬ 
other provider had made the Can- 
gle’s future uncertain. 

But this week, the county coun¬ 
cil decided to keep on Riverside 
Housing which has now gone into 
partnership with Newmarket Open 
Door, Action for Children and the 
YMCA. 

Vikki Hayes, a resident who 
started a petition to save the Can¬ 
gle, said: “We are all happy that the 
stress of all of it is all over, and that 
we can stay in our homes. 

“We are so thankful to all the 
staff here who have tried to calm 
the situation, at times when things 
were really negative. They really do 
a fantastic job here. 

“A lot of us are still sad, however, 
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that a small few have to leave. We 
are thankful for everyone’s sup¬ 
port.” 

The Cangle which currently of¬ 
fers supported housing to 32 young 
people aged 16-25 will now offer its 
services to only 16-21 year olds. 

Riverside Housing said that only 
one third of the accommodation 
at the Cangle would be outside the 
new contract. 

Suffolk County Council said the 
decision to retain Riverside Hous¬ 
ing as the care providers was not 
a U-turn but a decision following 
procurement contract negotia¬ 
tions. 

Riverside had previously been 
told it would be decommissioned 
as service providers as of March 31. 


Cllr Beccy Hopfensperger, Suf¬ 
folk County Council’s cabinet 
member for adult care, said: “The 
new contract will be provisionally 
awarded to a partnership led by 
the Riverside Group. This means 
there will be stability in service 
provision for young people in West 
Suffolk.” 

Simon Allcock, Riverside’s re¬ 
gional operations manager, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted to 
hear that Riverside have been 
awarded the contract to deliver 
accommodation and support to 
young people. 

“This will allow us to build on 
our 17 years of inspiring work with 
young people at the Cangle Foyer 
in Haverhill, and support our new 
partners.

Care boxes for 
needy children 


A NEW Haverhill-based 
charity has launched a care 
box service for young peo¬ 
ple. 

Essentials is a charity 
which aims to provide young 
people in need with basic 
hygiene items. 

Louisa Vasper, her sis¬ 
ter Sharon White and mum 
Elaine Skates set up the 
charity after Ms White, who 
works at a Haverhill school, 
said she witnessed children 
being targeted because they 
didn’t have access to the nec¬ 
essary hygiene materials. 

Ms Vasper said: “My sister 
is a school teacher and a few 
years ago she came home 
saying kids were being tar¬ 
geted because they smelled 
or had greasy hair or because 
parents can’t afford to look 
after them. 

“We wanted to do some¬ 
thing, someone needs to 
help these kids. Even if we 
just help half a dozen chil-

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dren have a better life.” 

Currently, the charity 
has drop-off boxes around 
Haverhill at Barclays bank 
on High Street, Haverhill 
Electrical and Simmo’s play 
centre. 

Members of the public can 
donate any essential items 
from tooth brushes and 
toothpaste to hair brushes 
and sanitary items for girls. 

The items are then col¬ 
lected and care packages are 
created and handed out to 
the local social services team 
and schools. 

Mrs Skates said: “A lot of 
these kids have got nothing, 
not any one’s fault but they 
literally have got nothing. 
Some of the people we are 
helping are young people 
coming out the care sys¬ 
tem into shared housing or 


they’ve been thrown out by 
parents and they have got to 
start again, it’s so expensive.” 

Recently the group also 
started providing boxes for 
the Arthur Rank Hospice in 
Cambridge for relatives of 
patients. 

According to the charity, 
they were more than hap¬ 
py to help and add ‘smelly 
products’ for example body 
butters to the boxes, prod¬ 
ucts they don’t really need as 
essentials for young people. 

The family-run group is 
hoping to add a series of new 
collection points across the 
town. 

There is also a collection 
point in Newmarket at the 
Heath Court Hotel.

Backlash over 


homes plan 


FEARS over safety have 
prompted calls for plans for 
95 houses in Linton to be re¬ 
jected. 

More than 200 residents 
attended a public consulta¬ 
tion organised by the parish 
council last night to voice 
concerns about the plans by 
developers Gladman’s. 

During the meeting, resi¬ 
dents cited fears over traffic 
from the A1307 and on Back 
Road, where the housing de¬ 
velopment is due to be built. 

One resident commented 
on the dangers on Back Road, 
saying at least three residents 
have had cars written off and 
others damaged when they 
were parked on the road. 

She said: “There is no way 
that with all the extra cars 
there is not going to be an 
accident. There are no street 
lights.” 

Angry residents said that 
Back Road was often used as 
a Tat run’ by diverted traffic 
when there were accidents 
on the A1307 which added to 
the danger. 

Other concerns were raised 
about additional pressure 
on local services, especially 
schools and health services 
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which were already at capac¬ 
ity. 

One member of the public 
who works for the NHS said 
that figures on Public Heath 
England showed that the vil¬ 
lage had only three equiva¬ 
lent full-time GP’s with each 
responsible for 3,800 pa¬ 
tients. 

She said that were the de¬ 
velopment to go ahead the 
infrastructure of the village 
could not cope. 

Cllr Henry Batchelor ex¬ 
plained to those at the con¬ 
sultation that the rise in 
apparently unsustainable de¬ 
velopments stemmed from 
a failed planning strategy by 
South Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The council had failed to 
agree a planning strategy in 
2012 putting pressure on the 
district council to approve 
applications in a bid to meet 
housing targets set by the 
government. 

He said: “The council are 
in a sticky situation at the 
moment. The suspension of 


planning rules means large 
applications that would usu¬ 
ally be thrown out are being 
over-ruled by a lack of exist¬ 
ing housing.” 

Before the consultation 
ended, district councillor 
John Batchelor asked for a 
vote to garner objection to 
the proposed development. 
All members of the public in 
attendance unanimously vot¬ 
ed against the proposal. 

At a parish council plan¬ 
ning meeting held after the 
public consultation, the com¬ 
mittee objected unanimously 
to the homes proposal on the 
grounds of safety, drainage 
concerns and infrastructure 
problems. 

Plans for the homes at Lin¬ 
ton are due to come up before 
the district council in May. 

Plans for 55 homes on 
Bartlow Road have already 
been approved and plans for 
a development of 55 homes 
at Horseheath are also being 
considered.

Hospice invites public in 
to learn more about work

THE Burton Centre in Haverhill 
is to open its doors to the public 
to raise awareness of its open ses¬ 
sions. 

St Nicholas Hospice hopes that 
the drop-in event on March 14 at 
10am, will give people an insight 
into the free open house sessions, 
which take place every Tuesday 
at Camps Road. 

The open sessions offer sup¬ 
port to those receiving end-of-life 
care, their loved ones and carers 
as well as those who have lost 
friends or family. 

Alison Croome, 47, from Haver¬ 
hill, first attended the centre in 
2015 after she was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. 

She first went to the centre for 
reflexology but after finishing 
chemotherapy she was able to 
keep receiving support. 

She said: “At that time I was re¬ 
ally struggling. 

“When I first came along we 
did crafts and being able to do 
something and create something 
really helped, as has been able to 
sit and talk to people. 

“The sessions offer me reas¬ 
surance, they helped me to real¬ 
ise that I am not on my own, and 
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it has been a great help to know 
that people are there to support 
me. 

“When I need to talk about 
things I can. In many ways it has 
helped me get my confidence 
back.” 

Sessions can include tea, coffee 
and a chat or even educational 
on breathlessness, managing fa¬ 
tigue and nutrition. 

The charity, which helps peo¬ 
ple across West Suffolk, focuses 
on providing end-of-life care 
which is tailored to the individual 
and in the place they need it. 

The hospice runs other open 
house sessions in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, Newmarket, Thetford 
and Botesdale. New sessions in 
Stanton and Brandon will also be 
starting shortly. 

The Burton Centre runs an 
open session every Tuesday from 
10am to midday.

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Life-savers 
learn CPR 


MORE than 170 young 
first-aiders received 
potentially life-saving 
training and learned 
how to perform CPR. 

Students at Linton Vil¬ 
lage College received the 
training as part of their 
PHSE (Personal, Social 
and Health Education) 
programme. 

It took place as part 
of the Nation of Lifesav- 
ers campaign, which 
aims to spread an un¬ 
derstanding of the basic 
skills that could mean 
the difference between 
life and death. 

The initiative has been 
designed to help more 
people survive cardiac 
arrest by increasing the 
awareness and CPR 
training capability of the 
British public. 

It is being led by the 
Nationwide Building 
Society, in partnership 
with the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF). 

Piers Wren, area man¬ 
ager for the Nationwide 
Building Society, organ-

ised and delivered the 
training opportunity for 
the college’s Year 9 stu¬ 
dents with his colleague 
Kirsten Defoe-Hedger, 
and said he was very 
impressed by their ma¬ 
turity and engagement. 

“We thoroughly en¬ 
joyed the event and 
found the students at 
Linton a delight to work 
with,” he said. 

“We are looking for¬ 
ward to repeating this 
activity at the school in 
the future to benefit a 
larger number of stu¬ 
dents.” 

The practical session 
involved the use of the 
BHF’s ‘Call Push Rescue 
Kit’, which uses a DVD 
‘watch and learn’ model. 

Nationwide employ¬ 
ee volunteers ran the 
training and provided 
the equipment for the 
school to use, while stu¬ 
dents watched the tuto¬ 
rial and practised the 


skills on resuscitation 
mannequins. 

Currently, fewer than 
one in 10 people sur¬ 
vive an out-of-hospital 
cardiac arrest in the UK, 
with around 80 per cent 
of these happening in 
the home. 

The Nation of Lifesav- 
ers campaign seeks to 
improve the situation by 
training millions of peo¬ 
ple in the UK with the 
skills to save lives. 

A spokesman said: 
“If we can match sur¬ 
vival rates seen in plac¬ 
es where CPR is more 
widely taught, like Nor¬ 
way, it could help to save 
up to 5,000 additional 
lives a year.” 

Nationwide is sup¬ 
porting this effort by 
running CPR training 
sessions in communi¬ 
ties, which are suitable 
for participants aged 12 
and over. 

The BHF supplies free 
CPR kits to any schools 
keen to run their own 
training.

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LAMB SHANK 


(about 200g each), 

French trimmed 
(get your butcher to 
do this for you) 

6 small onions, halved 
1 garlic bulb (about 8-12 
cloves), peeled and sliced 
1 large swede, 
peeled and diced 
150g crumbled goat's cheese 
Itbsp cracked black pepper 
2tsp thyme leaves 
500ml lamb stock 
4 turnips (about 200g each), 
peeled and thinly sliced 
50g butter, diced 
Sea salt 

METHOD 

1. Heat a good splash 
of oil in a large 
flameproof casserole 
over a medium-high 
heat. Season the lamb 
shanks with a little salt 
then fry them two at a 
time until deeply and 
evenly coloured. Don't 
hurry the process - 
searing the meat 
properly helps to create 
that deep, delicious 
flavour. Drain off the 
rendered fat. Set aside. 

2. Turn the heat down a 
bit and add a splash 
more oil to the 
casserole, followed by 
the onions, garlic and a 
pinch of salt. Cook 
gently for about 10-12 


minutes until golden 
and softened. 

3. Remove from the 
heat and return the 
lamb shanks to the 
pan, placing them on 
top of the onions with 
the bones pointing 
upwards. 

4. Preheat the oven to 
150°C/Fan 130°C/Gas 2. 

5. In a bowl, combine 
the swede, goat's 
cheese, pepper and 
thyme, then pack it 
around the lamb 
shanks. Pour in the 
stock. Fan the turnip 
slices in a circle over 
the swede and around 
the lamb shanks then 
dot with the butter. 

6. Put the lid on, cover 
with foil and seal 
tightly. Cook in the 
oven for one-and-a- 
half hours, then remove 
the lid or foil and 
return to the oven for a 
further one-and-a-half 
hours until the lamb is 
soft, covering with foil 
if it browns too quickly. 
The turnips will be 
crispy on the top.

Tom says

D IETING is a divisive 
subject, not least with 
the current debate 
surrounding clean 
eating, but chef Tom 
Kerridge is open-minded. 

The cheerful TV foodie has lost 
11st over the course of three 
years on his self-devised regime, 
bidding bye-bye to big boozy 
sessions with his 'naughty boy 
chef matesj exercising daily and 
skipping certain types of 
carbohydrates like potatoes and 
rice, in favour of high-protein 
food like meat and eggs, as well 
as plenty of leafy greens. 

Now, he's sharing his recipes 
with the world in his latest 
cookbook, Tom Kerridge's 
Dopamine Diet: My Low-Carb, 
Stay-Happy Way To Lose Weight. 

"There are so many different 
diets and so many things that 
appeal to so many different 


people,'' he says, in his distinc¬ 
tive Gloucestershire burr. "This 
diet is high-protein led, and 
might not suit somebody else. 

"The key to it is finding the one 
that suits you,'' adds the 
43-year-old. "That's really 
important. Fitness bloggers, 
people into eating raw food - it's 
great because it takes all sorts. 
The idea of eating loads of raw 
food; I couldn't stay on that for 
three years but there are other 
people who could, and there are 
people who couldn't stay on 
what I do for three years.'' 

The fact he was able to stick to 
his diet - the first he's ever tried 
- for so long was partly because 
it embraces an unlikely snack. 

"Pork scratchings contain no 
carbohydrate - they're all 
protein,'' he explains with a 
chuckle. "I've lost the best part 
of 11-stone while eating pork 


scratchings. That's got to be the 
perfect diet, surely!'' 

At over 6ft, Tom, who made his 
name after winning The Great 
British Menu in 2011, made a 
vow to become healthier before 
reaching his 40th birthday. 

But is it harder for men to 
admit they want to lose weight? 

"It's not hard... There are more 
blokes like me - 40 years old, fat 
and bald - there's plenty of us 
around, more than there are 
40-year-old, six-pack, chiselled- 
jaw geezers,'' he reasons. 

"You think it’s hard to say to 
your peer group, 'I'm going on a 
diet,' but it's just that first step 
because, actually, all your best 
mates become your biggest 
support system.” 

While he's soon to be seen in 
a new BBC food series, the chef, 
who contributed to Bake Off's 
spin-off show, The Great British 


Bake Off: Creme de la Creme, 
rules out joining Paul Hollywood 
on the new series for Channel 4. 

"For me, I love working with 
the BBC,” says Tom, who owns 
the Hand & Flowers pub in 
Marlow, Buckinghamshire, with 
his sculptor wife Beth. 

"I'm very happy working with 
them. So at this point, I 
wouldn't.”

SHEPHERD'S PIE WITH 


CREAMY CAULIFLOWER 


TOPPING (SERVES 6) 



INGREDIENTS 

800g good-quality minced lamb 

8 merguez sausages (ask your butcher) 

Vegetable oil, for cooking 

2 onions, diced 

4 garlic cloves, grated 

Itbsp fennel seeds 

2tsp curry powder 

2tsp cracked black pepper 

Itsp ground cinnamon 

4 celery sticks, tough strings 

removed, diced 

500ml strong beef stock 

Dash of Worcestershire sauce 

Sea salt 

For the topping: 

2 cauliflowers, cut into large florets 

50g butter, softened 

70ml double cream 

200g strong blue cheese, crumbled 

Freshly 

ground black pepper 


METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C/Fan 
180°C/Gas 6. Place the lamb 
mince in a large roasting tin and 
roast, stirring three of four times 
to break up the mince, for 35-40 
minutes until dark brown. It 
should look like instant coffee 
granules. 

2. Bake the merguez sausages in 
another roasting tin, alongside 
the lamb, for 10-15 minutes until 
cooked through. Tip the mince 
into a colander to drain. Let the 
sausages cool, then cut into 
chunks. 

3. Pour a splash of oil into a large 
saucepan and warm over a 
medium-low heat. Add the 
onions and garlic and sweat 
gently, stirring from time to time, 
for 10-15 minutes until soft. 


4. Stir in the fennel seeds, curry 
powder, cracked pepper and 
cinnamon and cook, stirring, for 
two to three minutes. 

5. Stir in the celery and browned 
mince. Pour in the stock and add 
the Worcestershire sauce and 
some salt. Bring to the boil, lower 
the heat and simmer for one to 
one-and-a-half hours, until thick 
and rich. Take off the heat and 
allow to cool. 

6. Preheat the oven to 190°C/Fan 
170°C/Gas 5. Stir the chopped 
sausages into the cooled lamb, 
then spoon into a shallow 
ovenproof dish, about 30 x 22cm 
and 8cm deep and level with a 
spoon. 

7. For the topping, bring a pan of 
lightly salted water to the boil, add 
the cauliflower florets and simmer 
until tender, about five minutes. 

8. Drain the cauliflower and place 
in a food processor with the butter, 
cream and some salt and pepper. 
Blend until smooth. Add the blue 
cheese and blitz to combine. 

9. Spoon the cauliflower topping 
evenly over the lamb and sausage 
mixture. Stand the dish on an 
oven tray and bake in the oven for 
30-35 minutes until the meat 
mixture is bubbling and the 
topping is starting to brown. 

Serve immediately.

fronting* is response 
to new insurance high 


A CCORDING to new research 
from AA Insurance, nearly 
half of drivers believe that it is 
acceptable to reduce car insurance 
premiums for young drivers by 
insuring the car in a parent's name, 
naming a young driver as a 'named 
driver'. 

The news comes as insurance 
premiums hit a record high last 
quarter, rising by more than five times 
the rate of inflation in 2016. 

The Association of British Insurers 
(ABI) said that tax increases, rising 
repair costs and increasing costs 
arising from whiplash injury claims 
were to blame. 

According to the ABI's Motor 
Premium Tracker - which measures 
the price consumers actually pay 
for their cover, rather than quotes 
- the average price for private 
comprehensive insurance in Q4 2016 
was £462. 

The highest figure recorded before 
this was in Q2 of 2012, when the 
average price was £443. The Q4 
figure for 2016 was up 4.9 per cent 
over Q3, equating to a £22 rise in the 
average premium. 

It was also found that the average

premium for all of 2016 was 9.3 per 
cent higher than the average premium 
for 2015. This is known as 'fronting' 

- where a named driver on a policy is 
the person driving the car most or all 
of the time. 

And alarmingly, 1 per cent of 
drivers considered it acceptable to 
drive without any insurance in order 
to avoid high young driver premiums. 

This comes at a time when the 
Financial Ombudsman is featuring 
a fronting case-study following a 
customer complaint, which it did 
not uphold and in its latest report 


the ombudsman notes the significant 
proportion of young consumers' 
complaints that are motoring-related. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's insurance 
director, points out that 'fronting' has 
long been an issue for car insurers but 
it is regarded as fraud. 

"The cost of insurance for a new, 
young driver is often eye-watering," 
he agrees, "so it's understandable that 
families might want to look for ways 
to cut that cost. 

"For many people, a parent 
insuring a youngster's car and adding 
them to the policy as a 'named' (or 
occasional) driver might seem to be a 
legitimate way to get costs down but 
they may not recognise the potential 
consequences." 

According to the latest AA British 
Insurance Premium Index, the typical 
quoted premium for someone aged 
17-22 is £1,436, more than double 
that for someone aged 30-35 but for 
a newly qualified driver, with no no¬ 
claim bonus, it could be much higher 
than that. 

Lloyd points out: "A quarter of 
young drivers (23 per cent) aged 
between 1 7-24 will have a crash 
within two years of passing their 


driving test thanks to a combination 
of youth and inexperience.** They 
are also much more likely to be in 
collisions that involve death and 
serious injury. 

"That's why their first couple of 
years' premiums are so high." 

Populus asked over 24,000 drivers 
about their attitude towards insuring a 
young person's first car***. 

• Almost half (49%) said that they 
consider insuring the car in a parent's 
name in order to reduce the cost to 
be acceptable and would help the 
young driver pay for the cover. 

• Perhaps reflecting that it is usually 
mum who will add a youngster as 

a named driver, women were more 
likely (53%) than men (46%) to do 
this. 

• 60% of those aged 1 7-22 
considered this an acceptable way to 
obtain cover. 

• Regionally, those in Northern 
Ireland (57%) and London (50%) were 
most likely to consider 'fronting'. 

The consequences of a young 
person whose parent has 'fronted' 
the insurance policy can be extremely 
serious, including prosecution for 
fraud.

Is a scrappage scheme 
for diesels on the way? 


A SCRAPPAGE scheme for diesel 
cars is being considered to 
improve air quality, it has been 
reported. 

Government officials are working 
on plans to offer a cash incentive for 
replacing an old diesel car with a low- 
emission vehicle, according to the 
Daily Telegraph. 

Concern over the impact of diesel 
cars on nitrogen dioxide (N02) 
levels were raised by the Volkswagen 
emissions scandal in September 2015. 

It emerged that 11 million 
Volkswagen diesel vehicles around the 
world had been fitted with software to 
release fewer smog-causing pollutants 
during tests than in real-world driving 
conditions. 

Analysis by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) found that N02 is estimated 
to be responsible for 23,500 deaths in 
the UK each year. 

Greenpeace UK policy adviser 
Rebecca Newsom claimed a 
scrappage scheme could have "an 
important impact" in tackling the UK's 



DIESELrSmog-generating emissions 
furore may result in replacement 
scheme 
"filthy air". 

Steve Gooding, director of 
motoring research charity the RAC 
Foundation, said such a programme 
would have to target specific vehicles 
and take into account how much they 
are currently being driven in areas 


with poor air quality. 

He added: "The risk is that a 
scheme could quickly run up a huge 
bill for the Exchequer, have only 
marginal impact in problem areas, 
and falter in encouraging the take-up 
of electric cars because the charging 
infrastructure isn't really in place to 
support their widespread use." 

A Government spokeswoman did 
not confirm that a scrappage scheme 
is being considered, but said air 
quality plans are being developed and 
there will be an update later this year. 

The creation of clean air zones is a 
key part of the work. 

The spokeswoman added: "We are 
firmly committed to improving the 
UK's air quality and cutting harmful 
emissions." 

Government advisory panel the 
Committee on Climate Change believes 
9 per cent of new car sales should be 
electric by 2020 for the UK to meet 
its legal obligation to cut greenhouse 
gas emissions by 80 per cent by 2050 
compared with 1990 levels. 

In 2016 the market share of new 


car sales for alternatively fuelled 
vehicles was 3.3 per cent, up from 
2.8 per cent the previous year. 

In June last year then-transport 
secretary Patrick McLoughlin said it 
had been a mistake for former Labour 
chancellor Gordon Brown to slash 
taxes on diesel. 

Mr Brown reduced duty on 
low-sulphur fuel in 2001, which 
contributed to an increase in annual 
diesel car registrations from 3.45 
million to 8.2 million. 

AA president Edmund King said: "As 
it was Government that encouraged 
the dash for diesel with fiscal 
incentives, it would be poetic justice 
for the Government to now provide 
incentives for dismantling older 
diesels. 

"We believe that such a scheme for 
cars over 10 years old could prove 
popular with drivers." 

A scrappage scheme to boost the 
motor industry ran from May 2009 
until March 2010, offering motorists 
£2,000 to scrap an old car for a new 
model.
